Birmingham, Ala., A lg. lo.—'Thr««* 
men were instantly killed and eleven 
others were Injured, two of whom 
will probably die, rn hen striking min* 
era fired Into a passenger train on the 
Birmingham Al Iii* i .ti railroad al Bloc 
ton. 
The dead are: 
Conductor Joe T. Collins, O. S. Dent, 
deputy sheriff; Willard Howell, non­ 
union miner. 
The train was a special bearing non 
union men to the Blocton m ines, un 
dei guard of soldiers and deputies. 
On the outskirts of the town the en­ 
gineer saw a log across the track and 
at once a fusillade uhs fired into the 
train. 
Th** engineer did not stop, hut 
put on full speed. 
The place where 
the attack was made is in a cut. 
Th*- 
assailants, from rocks above, i>ourt*d 
down a murderous fire directly into 
the windows and at the engineer- 
Practically every window in the train 
was broken. 
The train proceeded to 
Blocton aud the dead and injured 
were returned to Birmingham. 
Dogs 
were hurried to the scene and took 
trails through the woods directly to 
the union quarters. 
Eight 
negroes were arrested and 
other arrests are expected. 
Governor Comer held a hurried con­ 
ference with Lieutenant Colonel Hub­ 
bard, commanding the militia, and 
another company was hurried to Bloc­ 
ton. 
All is reported quiet there now. 
The trouble has caused widespread 
indignation and a general demand la 
being made that more strenuous ac­ 
tion be taken looking to the preserva­ 
tion of order. 
Governor Comer has not made a 
statement of the situation. 
While no 
disturbances have been reported in 
the district, other than the Blocton 
affair, the situation is regarded as 
the most grave since the inauguration 
of the strike over a month ago.

have been added to their ranks, most­ 
ly employes in car shops at different 
points in Western Canada. 
Two hun­ 
dred men have been brought in from 
outside points by the company and 
are to go to w’ork. 
These are mostly 
mechanics who have been engaged in | 
other lines of work or in business in • 
smaller towns, w ho were tempted by J 
the high wages offered here and the j 
dull times at present prevailing in 
their 
business. 
Several 
parties 
of 
Japs have reached here. 
It is hard 
for pickets to get at these men except 
through men in their own ranks who 
went back to work with the object of 
getting in touch with strike-breakers. 
A l the company fitted out elaborate 
dining and sleeping quarters inside 
their guarded fence surrounding their 
shops four miles west of the city, the 
company arranged to employ IOO po­ 
licemen 
around 
I hose 
w’ofks 
this 
week and will take desperate meas­ 
ures to prevent interference with the 
new men. 
These shops now present the ap­ 
pearance of a guarded stockade fa­ 
miliar to old timers on prairies. 
The 
men guarding the shops are armed 
having every authority to use drastic 
measures. 
The Canadian Pacific has 
stopped all persons crossing their ex­ 
tensive system of tracks. 
Citizens in 
the habit of taking short cuts had to ! 
go around by the subway or overhead 
bridges. 
They are taking measurer 
to protect their property, as about 
?,500 men ate on strike here, besides 
thousands of other unemployed await­ 
ing the beginning of harvest opera 
tlons. 
The importation of foreigners 
end Japs does not add to good humor 
of the situation. 
Trains are running 
on lime, Hut other union men em­ 
ployed by the company are watching 
developments closely and not taking 
any more responsibility than neces­ 
sary.

NINE MEN DIE IN COLLISION 


Captain and Eight of His Crew Either 


Killed in T h e ir Bunks or Drowned. 


Four of Those on Board the Schoon­ 


er Are Saved.

fishing schooner 
Maggie and May, Captain Kink Mc*

of the clew 
of the schooner were 
drowned. 
Four men were rescued. At 
the time of the collision a dense fog 
prevailed.

The warship was going about 
8 
knots at the time of Hie acc id* Bt 
When the schooner was sighted tho 
course of the ship was altered as 
quickly as possible, but a collision 
coul I not be averted. 
The steel prow 
of the Freya crashed Into the side of 
the fishing vessel, cutting her almost 
In two. 
It is believed that many of the fish­ 
ermen were instantly killed in their 
bunks, as few were seen struggling 
in the waters after the collision. The 
warship's boats were quickly lowered 
and life lines were thrown to the men 
In the water. 
Three of them were 
picked up, w hile a fourth clung to-the 
life line and was hauled aboard. 
The Freya cruised around for sev 
era I hours with the hope of rescuing 
others of the crew, but none wer€ 
found. 
The schoolship remained in 
the vicinity of the collision several 
hours and then steamed to Halifax. 
United States Consul General Wilbur 
was at once informed of the disaster. 
The four survivors w’ere landed. 
The Freya was not damaged. 
The Maggie and May registered six 
teen tons and was built in 
Essex, 
Mass., and was owned by George Den­ 
nis. 
The Freya will remain here until 
Aug. 20. 
She conies from Madeira.

Receives a Warm Welcome at 
Auckland, New Zealand. 


TWO BOYS DROWNED. 


Auckland. New Zealand, Aug. IO.— 
Cloudy weather greeted the landing 
of 
Admiral 
Sperry, 
commander-in- 
chief of the United States Atlantic 
battleship fleet, and his officers to re­ 
ceive official welcome to Australasian 
waters at the hands of Prime Minis­ 
ter Sir Joseph George Ward on be­ 
half 
of 
the 
government. 
Grouped 
about the prime minister were the 
members of the cabinet and represen­ 
tatives of the various town, borough 
and county districts of the dominion. 
Immense 
crowds 
thronged 
the 
streets and the verandas and roofs of 
houses adjacent were moving masses 
of humanity. 
It was n great recep 
tlon and unbounded enthusiasm pre­ 
vailed. 
In bis address, Sir Joseph eulogized 
President 
Roosevelt as representing 
the best 
traditions of the common 
blood of civilization. 
He then pre­ 
sented to Admiral Sperry, for Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, a decorated gold and 
silver album suitably inscribed as a 
souvenir of the visit of the American 
fleet to New Zealand. 
To Admiral 
Sperry was given a beautifully ii 
luminated 
address 
of 
welcome en 
closed in a handsome casket of wood 
with an inlaid cover, having a design 
emblematic of New Zealand. 
The American commander-in-ehief, 
in replying to the prime minister, said 
that no greeting would appeal m ore 
strongly to President Roosevelt than 
that coming from a people small in 
number but great iii achievements. 
The reception of the American fleet, 
the admiral continued, showed that 
the ties of blood and friendship meant 
more than 
people generally under­ 
stood. 
Lord Plunket, the governor, then 
i delivered an address of welcome on I 
behalf of the people of New Zealand, I 
to which Admiral Sperry made an ap , 
propriate reply,

After the ceremonies of welcoming i 
j by the government a procession was 
formed, 
the

through 
Queen street to drill hall, where Ar­ 
thur 
Meyers, 
tho mayor, 
accorded 
Rear Admiral Sperry a civic welcome. 
An artistic souvenir port folio was pre

Sperry and Mb staff had luncheon at 
the home of Mayor Meyers, where 
the officers of the city were also 
guests.

ernor Haskell and Colonel Wetmore t 
declared that no definite sum had ' 
been settled upon. 
After an infer 
mal meeting Governor Haskell said 
“I have every confidence that tic* 
committee will obtain all the funds 
needed to wage a hard fight for Mr 
Bryan, though as yet no plan has been 
determined upon. 
I have made no 
appeals for money, but have already 
received $19,000, which came unso­ 
licited. 
No definite sum has been 
fixed for a fund, which in our party 
must he collected from the plain peo 
pie.” 
Colonel Wetmore said he would call 
a meeting of the flnanco committee a 
once to devise some way to secure j 
money. 
“This is a Democratic year,” said 
Colonel Wetmore, “and the Republi 
cans will need dollars where we need 
dimes. CM course the Republicans will 
get their fund from corporations, mu! j 
ti-mlllionaires and federal offlce-hold j 
era. just as they always have done, 
but we must get out 
money from 
those who have but little to spare, no 
matter how’ willing their spirit may 
be.

GREAT 
AIRSHIP. 


B e d r o o m s and W o r k i n g R o o m In G e r ­ 
m an C o u n t 's M ach in e . 
Count 
Ferdinand 
von 
Zeppelin's 
grtut dirigible airship, in which in* re­ 
cently atari «si on a twenty-four hour 
flight, measure« 435 feet and Is forty- 
three feet wile in its whit; t part. It 
la of tt rigul type, in which the count 
firmly believes, and thus is opposed to 
the notit igid dirigible bnlloons Favored 
by the experts of the French, English 
and German armies. 
The gas bag is 
made rigid by dividing it Into sixteen 
gas tight compartments. Beneath hang 
two large water tight aluinluitim ears 
Those contain the motors, steering ap­ 
paratus and other machinery. The car 
will carry twenty-five persons. 
The 
principle on which the machine rises 
Is that Hie gas shall lie sufficient to 
reduce the weight of the machine to 
zero; then the rising and coutrol of the 
ship or«» wholly matters for the motors 
aud planes attache«l to the sides of the 
gas bag. 
This sounds very easy of accomplish­ 
ment, but years were required L»efore 
the count could find the right ungle at 
which to place the planes. 
He uses 
four. The upper pair slant upw ard, and 
the lower slant «townward. 
By this 
mean«» tli«? balloon Is perfectly stable 
In ordinary wind. 
Four pairs of ver- 
ticle planes near the prow of the bal* 
lo«»n are used to give the ship an up- 
wanl or downward slope. 
There ore 
six propellers, driven by the elghty- 
thrcc horsepower motors. 
The airship Is housed in a floating 
shed near the village of Mansell, on 
Lake Constance, about GOO f«*et from 
the shore. It rests on the floor. 
The 
site«! can be tow«*«l, as 
Its 
float is 
bnrg** shaped. 
When all is ready for 
mi tis elision the airship Is run out of 
tin* s!i«*d, the bell 
rings, 
ropes are 
thrown off, tlu* rudder planes Inclined 
upward and the propellers s«*t going. 
It gnu « fully lifts Its bow, speeds along 
a little ami then rises, guided by Its 
Inventor 
and 
his 
engineer, 
Herr 
I »uerr. 
When it Is desired to discharge and 
take on 
passengers 
a 
motor 
boat 
speeds up t«> the frout car, and the 
passengers easily and safely leave the 
airship. 
The next moment It rises 
and ta k e s any direction desired hy the 
operator. 
It has an action radius of 
1,440 inll«*s. There are bedrooms, work­ 
ing room, writing desks and other fur- 
nlture and every comfort for twelve 
passengers for night service. 
There 
are a powerful searchlight and wireless 
telegraph apparatus on l>onrd. 
The 
count’« aim is to be able to spe«*d forty 
miles an h«>ur. 
It Is not g»iierally known that Couut 
Zeppelin is a veteran of the Grand 
Army of the R«*publlc. 
He served 
through the American civil war as n 
cavalry otiieer in the Army of the Mis­ 
sissippi in th«* brigade commamled by 
General Carl Sehurz. 
At the battle of 
Fredericksburg 
the 
young 
German 
cavalryman owed his escape from cap­ 
ture to a brilliant feat of liorsemuu- 
*h!p, which carried him through the 
line of bayonets with which he bad 
I »eon encircled. 
It Is said that it was 
In the Union service that the count 
made Ids first balloon ascension, which 
ci*eut«*«l his Interest In aeronautics.

From now on and continuing until 
the middle of October Illinois will live 
over again the days of the historic Lin- 
coln-Douglas «lebates. 
It Is the golden 
anniversary of the celebrated eoutro 
versy, and the Illinois Historical so­ 
ciety has planned celebrations In each 
of the cities where the debates were 
held. 
These places are: 
O ttaw a. Aug. 21. 
Freepo rt, Aug. 27. 
Jonesboro, Sept. 15. 
Charleet«»n, Sept. 13. 
Gal« sburg, Oct. 7. 
Quincy, Oct. IS. 
Alton, Oct. 18. 
There were but seven of these noted 
debates, 
all 
occurring 
in 
1858. In 
Quincy, 111., where the political giants 
pleaded their cause, a granite stone 
marks the spot, says n Quincy special 
dispatch to the St, Louis Globe-Demo­ 
crat. 
For ages this stone has rested 
in 
a 
ravine 
In 
Melrose 
township, 
Adauis county, about six miles south­ 
east of Quincy. It Is fifty-three inches 
thick, sixty Inches wide and seventy 
inches I«»ng. 
It weighs about six tons. 
On tin* evening of the first day of 
tlu* year 1906, a must desolate night, 
when a cold, wintry rain was falling 
in torrents, men and horses by violent 
exertions splashed their way through 
half frozen mire ami deposited the 
granite bowlder In the southeast cor­ 
ner of Washington square, Quincy. 
About one-tbird of the bowlder was 
submerged below the surface of the 
earth. 
Later on the committee, con­ 
sisting of I>r. J. B. Shawgo, Dr. Jo­ 
seph Robbins and George M. James, 
acting for the Historical society oi 
Quincy, 
had 
the 
legend, 
“Lincoln* 
Douglas Debate, Oct. 13, 1858,” chls 
eled on the top of the Injwlder. 
In two Other places outside of Quincy 
a granite bowlder has beeu selected a* 
a marker in «•ommemoration of the de­ 
bates which, by reason of the national 
principle they iuvolved and the mag 
ulficent intellects of the debaters, are 
of such enduring memory to the Amer 
i«*an people as to muk«* granite a pecul­ 
iarly appropriate material for a me­ 
morial. 
'l’iie historical value of the debates 
has also beeu brought to the direct at- 
tontion of the rising population by 
means of a forty page pamphlet pre­ 
pared by a committee from the advi­ 
sory commission to the board of direct-; 
ors of the Illinois state historical libra­ 
ry. 
The pamphlet has been Issued by 
F. G. Blair, state superintendent of 
public Instruction. 
The object of the 
pamphlet Is to furnish material foi 
programmes for the schools of the 
state at the time of the anniversary 
eeh'bratlous this summer and fall and 
also to provide material for the pupils 
for essays In connection with the cele­ 
bration or In token «»f the debates. 
One of the leading features of the 
anniversary 
celebration 
at 
Ottawa 
where the original debate took place 
Aug. 21. the first of the series, will be 
the marking of the site where the de 
bate was held by means of a huge 
granite bowlder. The speakers will be 
William E. Mason, George Edmund 
Foss, J. Hamilton Lewis anil Samuel 
Alsehuler. 
The programme will In- 
elude civic and military parades, his- 
torical floats and n special chorus of 
several hundred voices. 
The speakers at the Freeport celebra­ 
tion will be Senator Dolliver, Uolouel 
W. T. Davidson and Frank O. Lowden 
There will b«> a parade and a home­ 
coming celebration. 
The site of the 
debate is marked by a granite bowlder 
placed there by the Freeport Women’s 
club and dedicated by President Roose 
velt In 1003. 
It was at Freeport that 
Lincoln submitted his famous question 
No. 2 to Douglas—namely; 
C an the pe«^ple of a U nited S tat«s ter- 1 
rltory in an y law ful 
way, ag a in st the 
w ishes of an y citizen of the U nited States, 
exclude slav ery from its limits prior tc 
the form ation of a sta te constitution? 
To which Douglas replied: 
It m a tte rs not w hat th e su prem e court 
m ay h e re a fte r decide as to the ab stract 
«juestlon w h ey ier slavery m ay or m ay not 
go into a territo ry u nd er the constitution. 
T he people have the law ful m ean s to in­ 
troduce or exclude it, as they please, fot 
th e reason th a t slavery can no t exist a 
day or an hour an y w h ere unless it is 
supported by local police regulations. 
At Jonesboro, where the debate was 
held Sept. 15, on the fair grounds, ar­ 
rangements are being made for a suit­ 
able celebration of the event. 
Most ol 
those who heard the debate at Jones­ 
boro were partisans of Douglas and 
Breckinridge. 
At Charleston, the county seat of 
Coles county, the debate took place ot 
Sept. 18, and, while the programme has 
not l>een announced as yet, the anni­ 
versary will be fittingly celebrated.

Believed it Would be Very Un­ 


wise for Brainerd to Erect 


Second Blent 
Jacob Lichtenstiger, a large grocer 
and meat dealer of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
was in the city Saturday accompanied 
by hit wife and son. He was seen at 
the Hanaford by a D ispa tc h represen­ 
tative and the waterworks question 
coming up he talked at length regarding 
the situation at Lincoln. The water­ 
works plant, or plants, there are four 
wells and pumping plants, with stand 
pipes, are owned by the city and water 
is furnished entirely by meters. There 
is a minimum price of $1.50 per quar­ 
ter, per meter, and a charge of 15 cents 
per thousand cubic feet thereafter. 
Mr. Lichtenstiger has nine or 
ten 
houses and so is able to strike a very 
fair average as to the cost to the con­ 
sumer by the meter system, which he 
declares the only true and just system. 
On one meter he has three houses, all 
with closets and hath, one is a twelve 
room house and the others are of seven 
rooms each 
His own house which con­ 
tains 8 rooms, and where there are five 
children to waste water the cost of the 
water is from $2.25 to $2.50 per quar­ 
ter. Another 8 room house, with barn 
at which 8 horses are kept costs about 
the same for water rent. 
The city has its own plant for light­ 
ing the streets, and has recently com­ 
menced to do commercial 
lighting 
where it was not necessary to erect 
special poles. In addition to this there 
is an electric light for 15 cents per 
kilowatt up to 40 kilowatts per month 
and IO cents per kilowatt above that 
amount. 
The city is charging ten cents 
straight where it furnishes current for 
private parties. 
Gas was formerly $1.75 per 1,000 
cubic feet for lighting purposes and 
$150 for fuel gas, but was recently 
lowered to $1.25 per thousand cubic 
feet for all purposes. As 
economy for fuel, he stated that be­ 
sides the cleanliness and convenience it 
was fully as cheap or cheaper than 
coal. The poeple, however, are agi­ 
tating the question of $1 gas. Coal is 
used for fuel in all plants in Lincoln. 
Mr. Lichtenstiger in discussing the 
situation at Brainerd, remarked that 
in his opinion it would be folly for the 
city to put in a second plant without 
acquiring the competition as the city j 
could not possibly make it pay while j 
the other plant was running. 
He also 
said that “ water power is a ‘snap’ and 
we should get it if it were possible at 
any price. ”
